Prof.  M.  Jean  Wilson  was  invited  to  conduct 
a  workshop  on  April  13-19  for  the  nursing  staff 
of  the  Confederation  College  of  Applied  Arts  & 
Technology  in  Thunder  Bay  on  the  subject  of 
"Teaching  by  the  Use  of  Principles  and  Teaching 
by  the  Problem-solving  Approach." 

Prof.  M,  Jean  Wilson  held  three  weekly 
evening  sessions  for  Occupational  Therapy 
Supervisors  of  Toronto  designed  to  facilitate 
their  role  in  the  supervision  and  evaluation 
processes  of  University  students  assigned  to 
field  work  in  Occupational  Therapy. 

Prof.  P.E.  Jones  together  with  Dr.  S.L.  Librach,  Dept,  of  Family  &  Community 
Medicine,  Faculty  of  Medicine,  are  principal  investigators  sponsored  by  a 
Ministry  of  Health  Demonstration  Model  Grant  to  conduct  a  two  year  project 
entitled  "The  Family  Practice  Nurse's  Role  on  a  Hospital  Medical  Team",  effective 
1st  April,  1974*  The  Project  Nurse  is  Carol  Dockrell  and  the  design  calls  for 
her  to  vork  with  the  Family  Physician  Team  at  Toronto  Western  Hospital. 

Objectives  of  the  Demonstration  Model  are; 

1.  To  contribute  to  continuity  of  health  care  of  a  sample  of  families  by 
providing  nursing  care  for  them  and  by  collaborative  functioning  with 
physicians,  hospital  and  other  community  resources j 

2.  To  prevent  and/or  shorten  hospital  admissions  through  effective  use  of 
appropriate  alternatives  to  hospital  care. 

The  project  will  include  observation  of  the  effects  of  this  service  on 
the  following;  hospital  days  per  patient,  number  of  hospital  admissions 
prevented,  appropriateness  of  patient  care  plans  and  assessment  of  coping 
ability  of  patient  and  family.

There  are  no  changes  in  the  lending  regulations  at  either  Robarts  or 
Sigmund  Samuel  Libraries,  where  loan  periods  continue  to  be;
